Kansas City, May 14.—Every street- 


car line in this city and Kansas City, 
Kan., is in full operation, and no show 
of violence was offered by the strikers. 
The injunction of the Federal court 
enjoining the union men from inter- 
fering with the running of the cars 
seems to have a salutary effect upon 
the strikers. Groups of strikers gath- 
ered at the different power houses and 
quietly urged the crews to go out Less 
than a dozen responded, however, and 
the places of these men were filled 
promptly. 
The railv/ay officials had 


had application from twice as many 
men as they could use, and to be sure 
of i\o delay placed half a dozen extra 
crews at the terminus ot each line, 
paying them full wages, to Oil the gap 
that might bo caused by any recruits 
to tbe strikers' ranks. 


Occasionally along the line cries of 


"scabs" would be heard, bat it was 
principally the act of boys, who took 
delight in tantalizing the new men. 
The weather was delightful and the 
people took advantage of it, with the 
result that the trains were crowded 
throughout the day. President Holmes 
declared that, so far as his company 
was concerned, 'the walk-out was a 
matter of history, and he emphasized 
the statement by joining a party of 
friends on a jaunt to Leavenwortn. The 
strikers, interviewed individually, how- 
ever, declared they were still hopeful, 
and that a day or two would show dif- 
ferent results.

Kroons&d, Free State, Hay 14.—The 


arrival of Lord Roberta 
was h,aile< 


with, enthusiasm by all the British in- 
habitants. Three hundred Free Statera 
were anxious to surrender. The bridge 
to the south had not been destroyed 
but the large bridge near the town had 
been demolished. 
The Irish brigade, 


with the Federals, burned the goods 
shed. The Boers are now trekking in 
the Vaal . river, where they, are ia 
trenchiag. General French encamped 
northeast of the town, and dispatched 
a force to cut the line. The project 
succeeded. 


Many arrests nave been made, chiefly 


of those who had maligned the British. 
It was found that many persons have 
been deported from Ladybrand for 
ultra sympathy with the British. Presi- 
dent Steyn has gone to Lindley. the 
new seat of the Free State government 
A number of the burghers are trekking 
homeward. The opposition in the Free 
State is practically over. All the pris- 
oners in the hands of the British here 
agree that the quarrel between the 
Free Staters and the Transvaalers is 
so acute that the Transvaaiers have 
decided to leave their allies, whom 
they accuse ot cowardice and a lack 
of patriotism. 


Most 
of the Transvaal prisoners 


;hink that if they are cJefeated at the 
Vaal river the Buers will retreat to 
Pretoria, but there appears to be a 
growing distrust iu the Tnxrisvaal gov- 
ernment. In a word, the backbone of 
the Boer resistance seems to have been 
broken. The burghers are 
fighting 


without their previous stubbornness. 
They seem ready to retreat on tbe 
slightest pretext. 


Oppose Subsidies. 


Washington, May H.—The minority 


report on the shipping subsidy bill 
opposing that measure, has been fi 
in the house of representatives by the 
majority ot the members of the Demo 
cratic minority committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries. The report rep 
resents the opposition to the measure 
both in principle and in detail. In the 
main it is an argument against gov- 
ernment subsidies, and asserts that 
most of the proposed $9,000,000 subsidj 
will go to a few favored concerns 
without building up American shipping 
in general or encouraging American 
export. Tbe report quotes a recent 
utterance of President JtfeKinley on 
tbe remarkable increase of our ship- 
building, and adds: "Our foreign trade, 
then, 
is increasing with 
wonderful 


rapidity, and our ship-building indus- 
try is remarkably prosperous without 
subsidy. Why. then, should the whole 
country be taxed to provide gratuities 
for industries which are now prosper 
ous and which have every prospeat of 
continuing to be more and more pros- 
perous?" 


Settlers Have tlic Besfc of It. 


St Jolms, N. F., May 14.—The new 


British policy toward the French on 
the Newfoundland treaty roast will 
prove very advantageous for settlers, 
as well as for vessels wanting bait. 
The British commodore will not recog 
nize the status of Frenchmen brought 
from St. Pierre and established in huts 
along the coast, nor will the French 
be allowed free entry for fishery requi- 
sites on the same terms as formerly. 
All these things'tend greatly to im- 
prove the position of the resident pop- 
ulation.

Muncie, Ind., May 14.—C. "W. F, Nee- 


ly was calle'd upon at the home of his 
sister-und the reported confession of 
Mr, Rich was read to him.

Boers Not Demoralized. 


London, May 14.—"The war is prac-

They 
picture. ^,e Boers as utterly rternoral- 
i»c-a ;m<l disheartened by Lord Roberts', 
"unexpectedly rapid advance and. ..by. 
his facile turning of the carefully pre- 
'pared positions ot tbe ' Boers.''" There 
was practically no fighting and there 
are no further details to give respect- 
ing the occupation of Kroonstad. 


It appears that the Boers at Kroon- 


otad had been reinforced by 3,000 men 
frcni Natal last Friday, and that alto- 
gether 10,000, with 20 guns, trekked 
from Kroonstad on the approach of 
Lord Roberts. The Boers cia.de an in- 
effectual stand at Boshrsnd. and had 
elaborate entr£2.clinnents in front of 
Kroonstad, which offered great facili- 
ties for a rear guard action. Presiden 
Steyn is represented as having been 
frantic with rage and as having bickec 
and cufEed the burghers alter vainly 
imploring them to contini ' the fight 


Lord 
Roberts has thus covered 


another stage of his campaign, a stag, 
which, although successful, and with- 
out the mistakes and misfortunes that 
characterized the earlier stages, leaves 
the Boer forces quite intact, not.havlng 
lost a gun and having lost very few, 
men. Experience has taught the critics 
to be chary of accepting reports of 
"Boer demoralization. Lindley, the new 
Free State capital, is 45 miles south- 
east of Kroonstad, half way to the left, 
and probably selected as a convenient 
rendezvous for the commandoes now 
rearing before General Brabant and 
General Rundle in the Thaba N'Chu 
district.
